YUGOSLAVIA CLAIMS 
TRIESTE AND OTHER 
DISPUTED SECTORS 


ITALIANS AND BRITISH 
DOMINIONS ALSO PUT FOR- 
WARD THEIR VIEWS

LONDON, Sept. 17.—(ff>—The Yu- 


goslav embassy published today a 
9,000-word memorandum 
backing 


its clmm to disputed Trieste, tho 
province of Venczla Glulia and the 
Dalmatian islands, which It will 
present to the Big Flvo foreign 
ministers hero this afternoon.

IN METHODICAL WAY 


By WILLIAM K. KKYS 


AUSTIN, Sept. 17.—«B—Slow but I 
•ure is the killing quality of DDT, 
advise state health department of- ! 
flclals for persons using the Insec- 
ticide tho first time. 


Now that it is becoming general- 


ly available (It'll be on the shelves 
of your grovery, drug and seed 
stores soon If not now available) 
the public should know something 
of Us properties and what to ex- 
pect of It, the officials believe. 


Most likely you'll find it put up 


In solution. The solution is spray- 
en on screens, walls, floors, 
and 


other surfaces, when It "dries It 
leaves tiny, almost Invisible crys- 
tals as a residue. 


Insects touching the crystals die 


eventually—not Immediately. That 
li why the best way to judge Its 
success is by the absence of llvu in- 
sects rather than the presence of 
dead ones. 


Inoects evidently absord the DDT 


through their feet. Soon they be- 
come restless. 
Their feet drag. 


Then their movement becomes jer- 
ky and spasmodic. 
Finally they 


develop tremors and die. 


The insect may be far removed 


from tho point of exposure before 
death occurs. 


Spray on Insect Locations. 
Bear in mind that unless Insects 


walk or alight 
on the crystals 


there will be no kill. That means 
it should be sprayed on locations 
Visited by insects. Don't spray it 
generally into the air. 


If you arc using a small quantity 


spray screen*', and floors and the 
facings of screens and doors. Don't 
forget cupboards and closets. Re- 
move cooking utensils and food be- 
fore spraying. Put them back when 
the spray dries. If you spray walls 
made sure the solution does not 
stain wall paper. It's a good idea 
also to spray the outside surfaces 
of garbage cans. 


DDT has proven a positive killer 


of flies, roaches, ants, fleaa, mos- 
quitoes, lice and bedbugs If prop- 
erly used. 


The health department has used 
tons of it in malaria and 
typhus 


control. 
The results are so en- 


couraging that State Health Officer 
George W. Cox asserts filth borne 
disease can be reduced to an abso- 
lute minimum if every home, busi- 
ness building and 
outhouse 
is 


sprayed.
